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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Independent claims 1 and 4 are generic to dependent claims 2-3, 6-8 and 5 respectively 
and allowable. Accordingly, the restriction requirement as to the encompassed species is hereby 
withdrawn and claims 2-3 and 6-8, directed to the species a, d and e no longer withdrawn from 
consideration since all of the claims to this species depend from or otherwise include each of the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim . The previous election/restriction requirement does not 
set forth any generic claims identified for all of the species claimed since the placement of claims 
11-12. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

a. Claims 1 1-12 have been canceled. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In regard to claims 1-8, Applicants arguments with respect to Kim and Kuhn references 

are persuasive. 

The prior art made of record (Kim and Kuhn) and JP 06-1 19708 references teaches an 
information storage apparatus, operated by electric power, for holding an information recording 
medium in a predetermined position and rotating the information recording medium in a 
predetermined direction to perform at least information reproduction with respect to the 
information recording medium, and a decelerator for decelerating rotation of said information 
recording medium in a first deceleration mode which consumes a relatively large amount of 
power, or decelerating the rotation of said information recording medium in a second 
deceleration mode which consumes a relatively small amount of power depending on if its 
connected to a certain kind of power supply. 

The prior art fails to teach either alone or on combination decelerating rotation of said 
information recording medium in a first deceleration mode which consumes a relatively large 
amount of power, or decelerating the rotation of said information recording medium in a second 
deceleration mode which consumes a relatively small amount of power depending specifically 
depending upon whether a recognition section recognizes that the electric power is the power of 
the predetermined level or more , or that said electric power is less than the predetermined level . 
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In regard to claim 9, the prior art made of record (U.S. 5,715,157) teaches an information 
storage apparatus, operated by electric power, for holding an information recording medium in a 
predetermined position and rotating the information recording medium in a predetermined 
direction to perform at least information reproduction with respect to the information recording 
medium having a brake for applying e brake force to said information recording medium to 
decelerate rotation, and an intermittent braking decelerator for intermittently operating said brake 
to decelerate the rotation of said information recording medium when a rotation speed of said 
medium exceeds a predetermined value; wherein said intermittent braking decelerator 
intermittently operates said brake to decelerate the rotation of said information recording 
medium. 

The prior art made of record fails to teach either alone or in combination intermittently operates 
said brake to decelerate the rotation of said information recording medium and specifically 
subsequently continuous operates said brake to further decelerate the rotation of the information 
recording medium
